A 
"For Rent” sign ornaments the front 
lawn, nnd the drawn curtains and an 
air of desolation greets the caller, while 
no servitor hastens to answer a ring at 
tho bell. In addition, It It the gooslp 
In certain American circles that the 
ZeUyan Government has not sent the 
monthly checks to its legation, an over¬ 
sight that Is aald to bo sorely felt by 
tho legation fore®. 

8enor Rodriguez, the special emissary 
of Zolaya, through whom Secretary 
Knox's sharp not® wa* conveyed to the 
Nicaraguan Government. Is still in 
Washington. It was said by a former 
attache of the legation that the furni¬ 
ture had been Ktored until the present 
situation Is cleared and that It wa a the 
property of the Government. It was in. 
dlgnAntly denied that tho legation had 
betm driven from Its quarters because 
of the failure of the Nicaraguan Gov¬ 
ernment to meet the monthly rent bills, 
e * e 

Expect Decisive Battle. 


Word was received here to-night in 
Central American circles that the re¬ 
port* of a Zclayan victory over the In¬ 
surgent army near Rama was without 
the slightest foundation in fact. It was 
declared that there had been no fighting 
In the lost fow days. 

"It Is the lull before the storm.” said 
a Central American diplomat. ”ln a 
few days we will hear of a battle, and 
It will be a decisive one, provided the 
Kstrada forces are victorious. If they 
are not they will fall back to fight 
again.” 

VICTORY FOR REVOLUTIONISTS. 


Important Battle Near Rama Said To 
Have Occurred. 

Port LImon, Costa Rico, Dec. 8.—A 
wireless message received here reports 
an engagement above Rama between 
the forces of Gen Estrada and Zelaya's 
army under Vasques, in which the lat¬ 
ter was beaten, leaving more than 100 
dead and wounded on the field. Es¬ 
trada 1* said to havn captured 200 pris¬ 


oners and many cannon and much Am¬ 
munition. * 

The launch Eagle, which left here on 
Sunday with thirty-five volunteers for 
the Estrada army, arrived at Bluefields 
It Is said that a clearance having been 
refused th® launch, Jt plck®d up Its 
anchor and left port without It. A pas¬ 
senger stales that Zelaya's troops en¬ 
tered th® Aragon farm, where the Cotta 
Rican flag was flying. Ill-treated peo- 
pie. and committed many outrages. 

About 300 bodies floated down the 
river after the battle of Ban Juan Del 
Norte. It is officially announced that 
Chammorro lost In the bsttle at Ban 
Juan twenty on® men killed and thirty- 
one wuuhded. Toledo has had to with¬ 
draw hls forces to a Mife point some 
distance from the town on account of 
the heavy fire kept up by Chommorro'a 
ships, 

Gen. Castillo Chammorro, who was 
killed in the recent battle, la a brother 
of the leading General, Emilio Cham¬ 
morro. who Is now blockading Son Juan 
l>el Norte.

Dec. 8.—Dr. Thom¬ 
as W. Gardtnor, superintendent of Che 
Western Kentucky Asylum for the In¬ 
sane, say* there Is no truth In the re¬ 
port sent out from Elkton that diaries 
Irwin, a negro patient from Todd coun¬ 
ty, died from tnu effect# cl injuries re¬ 
ceived at the Institution. Hi state* that 
septicemia, coupled with exhaustion In¬ 
cident to acute mania, caused the death 
ot train ana ttiac mu several mark* of 
injury in the negro's body were sell-In¬ 
flicted or caused by lights wltiT other 
patients. Irwin hud been at the asylum 
about one month and was extremely 
violent.’’* All possible attention was giv¬ 
en him, the superintendent states, to 
prevent hits being hurt. 

Under the present system of treat¬ 
ment handcuffs are not used in the in¬ 
stitution and despite the vigilance of 
attendants, Irwin had several times 
butted his head against the r. all* of the 
ward and at other times had *avagely 
attacked inmate* who had struck him 
In defending themselves. His blood was 
In very bad condition and Infection re¬ 
sulted from any scratch h© received. 

Shortly after hi* arrival at the asy¬ 
lum he Injured himself In breaking 
through the window of his room. He 
escaped and was captured later by the 
guards. He had been In failing health 
for some time, and his death w&* due 
to natural causes. He was about 
forty years old. Dr. Gardiner says his 
family had at no time been refused 
permlsaioif to see him. He received 
last night a letter from Dr. Weathers, 
of Eikton. making inquiry concerning 
the negro's death, and has replied to 
*hlm by stating the foregoing facts. 
After the negro's death his relatives 
applied for hi* body and carried It in a 
wagon through the country* to Eikton.

Can’t Regulate Rates Or Re¬ 
peal Franchise. 


Cumberland Company Oper¬ 
ating Under btate Charter. 


Judge Evans Bands Down 
Decision in Federal Court. 


AN APPEAL TO BE TAKEN. 


The General Council of the dty of 
Ixmlavllie has not the power to regu¬ 
late the rates or repeal th© franchise 
of the Cumberland Telephone Com¬ 
pany. according to an opinion delivered 
by Judge Wok or Evans, of the Federal 
Court, yesterday morning. The deci¬ 
sion affect# the case of the teleplome 
company uguJitst the city which be¬ 
gan a >v*r or more ago immediately 
following the paeoago of two onli¬ 
ne one repealing the oonrpany * 
chart or *uui the other reducing the 
rates in elicit for the various serv¬ 
ices. 

In brief, Judg Evans, in hi* opin¬ 
ion. deemt©a liogt only the Sul.© Leg¬ 
islature inus the power to roguLoae tho 
rates of th« telephone company and 
to deprive It of tho charter uioler which 
U Is operating. The contract of tho 
Cumberland 'telephone Company Is 
mndo with th© Slat© and not tho city, 
©Inc© the Stale passed the law creating 
the charter now owned by the com¬ 
pany, and therefore the city cannot ab¬ 
rogate from an agreement it ha* wvor 
made.

Irreparable Injury. 


Further, the opinion declare* that 
to enforce the ordinance repealing the 
franchise would mean to work an Ir- 
reparable Injury upon the company. 
In older to prevent this the injunction 
gran tod by the court to the telephone 
company is deeffied equitable. 

Clayton B. Blake? .• attorney for the 
city of Louisville, wa* present In court 
yesterday morning when the opinion 
of Judge Evans wax rohd. It 1* planned 
by Mr. Slakey to curry the iu 

once to tho Federal Court of Appeals 
at Cincinnati. 

The full text of Judge Evans' deci¬ 
sion follow*: 

Judge Evan*’ Opinion. 

The court some time since expended 
much time and labor In considering the 
demurrer to the hill of complaint as 
amended, and reached the conclusion that 
under the averment* of the olll the court 
has Jurisdiction of th© case, and that the 
charter or law under which the complain¬ 
ant exists and operates wo not granted 
or enacted by the Nty of l>oul*v!ilo, but 
wa* granted and enacted by the dtate 
of Kentucky. True the Legislature of the 
State mud© what we may call the orig¬ 
inal going into effect of that charter de¬ 
pendent upon the consent of tho city of 
L«ouT»vUle ( but when that consent was 
given in 1886, the power of the city In 
th© premises woe executed and exhaust¬ 
ed. and the charter became effective a* 
the law of the State. No power ha# ever 
been given to the city of Louisville to 
repeal or alter that law of Kentucky. 

Furthermore, we concluded that when 
the consent of the city was given whore- 
by the Stat* law become effective, a con¬ 
tract between the Slate and complainant 
waa established which the city acting 
alone could not abrogate, as was Intend¬ 
ed and attempted by the ordinance com¬ 
plained of.

City Has No Power In Matter. 


We find nothing In the answor of 
the defendant nor In the large mas© 
of toatitnony heard on the Issues made 
by the pleadings which should In 
any way change tha view* expressed In 
passing on the demurrer and the motion 
for a temporary Injunction. They were 
set forth with possibly unnecessary elab¬ 
oration In the opinion delivered on March 
8. last, and heed not. we think, be re¬ 
peated. We may. however, add that 
even if many rraeons or supposed reasons 
exist for repealing complainant’s charter 
or grant, the mere existence of such rea¬ 
sons confers no power on the city of 
Louisville. The reasons for repeal. If any. 
should be presented to the State Legisla¬ 
ture. which alone has authority to repeal 
the charter of a corporation The ques¬ 
tion hare Is one of POWER IN THE 
CITY, snd not th© existence of reason* 
why the proper authority should or 
should not exercise power. From the 
mere existence of REASONS or sup¬ 
posed reasons which would Justify re¬ 
pealing the charter we cannot infer the 
existence of AUTHORITY IN THE CITY 
to exercise a power which by law Is re¬ 
served to the State alone. In short, the 
State has but the city has not the power 
to amend, alter, or repeal complainant's 
charter.

Injunction Appears Proper. 


W© do not doubt that th© city by en¬ 
acting through Its legislative body the 
ordinance complained of. and which, in 
effect, attempted to repeal the charter. 
Intended and thereby begun Us effort to 
prevent or most seriously to Interfere 
with the exercise by complainant of the 
rights conferred upon It by the State 
with the city's consent; nor do we doubt 
from the record that the city thereby 
begun and threatened to carry out Its 
plan to destroy or greatly Impair com¬ 
plainant's rights under Its contract. En¬ 
forcing the ordinance would necessarily 
Impair the obligation of complainant's 
contract In derogation of It* constitu¬ 
tional right#. and would thereby Inflict 

f reat and Irreparable injury upon It. 
lence the remedy by injunction appear* 
to be proper.

0ECLARES THE RATES ON 

BRICKS UNREASONABLE. 


Commerce Commission Orders De¬ 
crease From Central Traf¬ 
fic Association. 


Washington. Dec. 8.—After an Inves¬ 
tigation extending over a year, tho 
Interstate Commerce Commission an¬ 
nounced In an opinion handed down to¬ 
day that th# rate* charged by the rail¬ 
roads for the transportation of fire¬ 
brick, building brick and paving brick ’ 
from Central Traffic Association terri¬ 
tory to the Atlantic seaboard were un¬ 
reasonably and ftvruld bo reduced. 

An order, therefore, wa# Issued by th© 
commission requiring the railway* to 
charge no more than twenty-one cent* 
a hundred pounds for the transporta¬ 
tion of such brick from Centra! Traffio 
Association territory to point© in th* A 
Kastern trunk-line territory during ih+h 
two year© beginning on the first of Feb¬ 
ruary next. 

The case was'brought before the com¬ 
mission by manufacturer* of various 
kind# of brick in Ohio. Kentucky and 
West Virginia against practically all of 
th© railway line# operating in the ©ast¬ 
ern part of the United States. The 
rate on brick between the terrltorl©* 
mentioned heretofore ha# been an aver¬ 
age of twenty-five cent* a hundred 
pounds.

Medical and scientific men the world 
over are devoting attention to th© study 
of cancer. In recent years much lias 
Veen learned of the disease, but so far 
the problem of Its cause remains un¬ 
solved. No cure Is possible through 
any known methods except by the use 
of the surgeon’s knife at an early pe¬ 
riod of the qialady. Physicians who 
have given a great deal of thought 
to tha subject arc hopeful that the 
^©rM-wide experimentation that is 
now going on will at an early date 
result in the discovery * of effective 
means of treatment. At the meeting of 
the International Medical Congress at 
Budapest a few months ago the ques¬ 
tion was discussed at great length and 
encouraging reports wehe made a* to 
’ ' the progress of research. 

While Investigation does not show 
that cancer Is Increasing at any alarm¬ 
ing ratio, it Is nevertheless a very 
common ailment the world over. It 
probably la a thousand times more 
common In the United Slates than 
hookworm or pellagra, despite some 
sensational accounts of the fearsome 
frequency of these diseases. Other 
countries at this time apparently are 
taking the lead of the United State© 
la experimentation The contribution 
from Mr. Crocker’s estate idiould give 
great Impetus to research In this coun¬ 
try.

Some Ethics of Journalism. 

It is to laugh. Our esteemed neigh¬ 
bor. the Louisville Herald, took «*cta- 

slon of a very kindly reference to some 
remarks recently made by the Ed tor 
of the Courier-Journal before the Na¬ 
tional Press Club at Washington City, 
to Interject the following animadver¬ 
sion: 

“The Irony of the situation—and it must 
have Its bittern**© for this splendid old 
man who has always clung to his Ideals— 
Ilea In the fact that during his absence 
his own paper, the Courier-Journal, al¬ 
lowed on© of Its reporters to be used as a 
detective and Informer on a hunt for dls 
reputable negro dives, and published the 
result of his alleged in vest iff* t Ions with 
apparent pride In th© disgraceful perform. 
anc«. H la perhaps permissible to sug 
gest to Mr. Wattorson that he has a little 
cleaning up to do at hum© If h© would 
keep th© practice of his paper in harmony 
with the preaching of its respected 
editor.” 

9 That which the Editor of the Courier- 
Journal had said, and which the Her¬ 
ald extolled, .related eolely to the dese 
cratlon of private rights, the Invasion 
of the household and the home. By no 
stretch of fancy could It be held as ap¬ 
plicable to ’ a hunt for disreputable he 
gro dives,” which, their existence being 
a disputed issue of a pending, municipal 
campaign, certainly lay within the pur¬ 
view. the obligation and the dtgy, of a 
daily newspaper. Now* cornea our neigh¬ 
bor with a delinquency of It* own 
which falls directly under the category 
of the needed and proposed reform. 

In Us Issue of last Sunday, the Her¬ 
ald gave its reader* a lengthy, and a 
well-penned and interesting, account of 
one of the foremost citizens of Louis¬ 
ville. who nevertheless doea not like U, 
and who, apparently with satiric Inten¬ 
tion, os well as autobiographic accu¬ 
racy, puts himself to the trouble of 
correcting a multitude of errors. This 
document Is so curious that we risk no 
Imposition upon our readers In repro¬ 
ducing It entire. It emanates from no 
less a persbnage than the President of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railway 
and reads as follows: 

”The article published In the issue of 
The Louisville Herald of the 6th Inst., 
entitled. 'The Jim Hill of th© South.’ Is 
such a mass of errors that 1 am prompt¬ 
ed to call attention to a few of thorn: 

”1 am not seventy-four years of age. 

“Mr. James J. HIU never made the ab¬ 
surdly silly statement attributed to him.

Should 1 be Insub¬ 
ordinate. my services would be promptly 
dispensed with. 

”1 have had very little to do with what 
Is termed Ananclng the affairs of the 
company—l. e., the sale of securities or 
the obtaining of money to be expended 
on capital account 

“The allegations of your informants 
fcbout what Is to happen In Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky Indicate that they know very, very 
much more about It than I do. 

“IPdid not prepare the sketch which It 
ia alleged woe published In ‘Who’s Who 
In America.* 

”1 was not bora In Chautauqua county. 

New York. 

”Did not commence jnifway service ns 
operator and clerk In th© superintend¬ 
ent’s office of the Mississippi Central rail¬ 
road at Holly Springs, Ml e s. 

“My dislike to th© name Hannibal Is no 
greater than my dlallke to the name Mil¬ 
ton—the only objection to either being 
th© labor and time Incurred In writing 
the abbreviations M H. 

*1 never lived In the State of Ohio, and 
never taught school In that State. 

”Tho Incident described never occurred 
in Ohio or elsewhere. 

”! never acted as telegrapher for th© 
mllttary roads In Northern Alabama or 
elsewhere. 

“It 1© stated that the Louisville and 
NashviBe railroad was only operated to 
iMfoanon Junction lo 1366. The Louhi- 
vllle and Nashville railroad woe com¬ 
pleted to Nashville in 1859: lo Guthrie In 
I960, and to Lebanon In 1S67. 

“The freight depot of the l»uisnli© and 
Nashville railroad was never located at 
Tenth and Maple streets. 

“Jim Oilp was never employed os cash¬ 
ier under my supervision «s local ©gent. 

“The operating offices. Including the 
general freight office, were never located 
at Main and Bulfftt streets. 

”Dr. J. H. Btamliford was never presi¬ 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville Rail¬ 
road Company. Undoubtedly. Dr. E. D. 
Stand if ord was meant. 

“During three years’ service for the Bal¬ 
timore and Ohio Railroad Company, I had 
nothing whatever to do with creating the 
facilities of that company as they exist 
to-day. 

“E. H. Green was not the father of 
Hetty Green, but her husband. He was 
not president of the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville Railroad Company at the time that 
1 was re-employed by it 

• Mr. C, C. Baldwin, when president, did 
not default and go to Austria with $5,000.- 
000. or any. of the company’s money. 
While president. In trying to sustain the 
credit of the company, or maintain the 
prices of its securities. h4 invested In 
them without the authority of the board 
of directors, and thereby became person¬ 
ally responsible, the result being the loss 
of bla own fortuns and at least a techni¬ 
cal financial obligation to the company^* 
an error of Judgment which ho did all be 
possibly could to rectify by surrender- 
ing all of his property. Including his res¬ 
idence at Newport, paintings and ac¬ 
counts. and In additton a large sum was 
contributed by his friends to reimburse 
the company for the losses caused by his 
irregular or unauthorised transaction*. 

“London and Amsterdam interests con¬ 
trolled a majority of th© capital stock 
of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company in 1K84. when I was first elect¬ 
ed preindent. Such Interests had nothing 
whatever to do with tho change of Utica 
that occurred In IKS*. 

“It Is alleged that ’ten years ago the 
monthly earning* of the Louisville and! 
Nashville Railroad Company went to II.- 
OOO.dOO for the first time; now they ar* 
well over the $2,000,000 mark.* For the 
year ending June 30. 1887. the earning* of 
the company wero 915.000.000, an average 
of 91.260.000 per month. The earnings for 
the month of October. 190$, wer© $ 1.679.- 
730.61. 

”1 have not personally had anything to 
do with organizing the accounting de¬ 
partment of the Louisville and Nashville 
Hsliroad Company. 

“The designation ‘man of silence* be¬ 


cause I decline to talk for publication 
when I have nothing to communicate, 
recalls the story of the ’voluble mute * 

“Such careiessnese In publishing ’facts 
prompts a paraphrase to readers of th© 
advice given an attractive but unsophi* 
Heated young lady: ’Do not read the 
newspapers (or rragsslnes); If you do. do 
not bellrve any statement they make.’ 

“About the only one of the numerous 
allegations contained in th© article that 
Is correct Is my name. 

“M, H SMITH.” 

’’Louisville. January 6. 190$.“ 

Two questions present themselves 
here: Was the Herald Justified In pub 
lishlng Its article In opposition to the 
wishes of Mr. Smith; and, second, in 
case It was Justified!' should It not have 
taken the pain* to verify its statements 
before committing it to its columns? 

The matter Itself is replete wtih the 
finger-prints which everywhere signal- 
lie the space-writer. The reference to Dr. 
'•J. H.” Standlford, and to*Mr. C. C Bald¬ 
win. to say nothing about E. H. Green, 
and various personal idee and locali¬ 
ties, needed not Mr. Smith s revision, 
but belonged to tho general nature of 
the general subject. The writer showed 
himself loose and slovenly. If not Irre¬ 
sponsible; the Editor who passed his 
•’story** showed himself careless to 
point bordering upon culpability. As 
if conscious of being in for It, the Her¬ 
ald is able to offer no better defense 
than the following:

We nbte he denies he Is sevemy- 
four Wo Would be happy If the figures 
could be truthfully reversed, for, barring 
his adherened to a policy no longer *d- 
rnIrabu? nor suited to the demands of this 
progressive age. he Is a man of great 
value to the community. We trust he 
may not miss th© real significance of this 
Incident, to which we have been uninten¬ 
tionally an erring party. 

“Perhaps the manifest rood intention 
of the article, which treated him with 
fairness and consideration, may mitigate 
somewhat the inaccuracies. Had he been 
good enough to spar© a moment of his 
undoubtedly valuable time to glance over 
the copy before It appeared in point he 
would have been saved any annoyance he 
may have suffered. Had he condescended 
In his fuuk-flndlng Lo supply the correct 
Information, we would have gladly pub 
llShed it and set him right befor# the 
world on such important matters as his 
age, the place of his birth and the facts 
concerning his early experience. Possibly 
he may yet enable us to do him this Jus¬ 
tice, and In such ©vent may we hope be 
will tell us that story about the ’voluble 
mute7* H 

Promising that It was not ’’Coro- 
modore Vanderbilt.'* of whom the ”be- 
dam - to- the- publ ic*' story is so often 
ascribed, but hi* son, the late William 
H. Vanderbilt, let us «my that the words 
uttered by the Editor of the Courier- 
Journal to the National Press Club are 
well illustrated by live Herald’s break 
They were as fodluwa: 

'•Pretending to be the especial defend¬ 
er* of liberty we sre becoming the In¬ 
vaders of private right. No household 
any longer seems ear© against Intrusion. 
Our reporters sre being turned Into de¬ 
tectives. As surely as this be not check¬ 
ed we shall grow to be the objects of 
fear and hatred instead of trust and re¬ 
spect." 

The President of the Louisville and 
NuxhvlUe Railway owes the public 
whatever information the public has a 
right to know and to demand touching 
the coi-poration of which he Is the Ex¬ 
ecutive head; hut Mr. Smith's personal¬ 
ity Is his own. his domicile should be 
his castle, and. In case be objects for 
any reason to haYe his personality put 
on exhibition, his life and adventures 
noted, his picture taken, or even his 
boots polished, that is his affair, his 
private right, and his wish should be 
respected. 

We make thus much out of a matter 
which 1* more amusing than hurtful, 
with no purpose lo impound, or Impale 
our esteemed contemporary, whose pro¬ 
fessional reputation and standing, as 
well as individual prosperity, Invoke 
at all times our neighborly sympathy. 
Our aim is reform. To that end, we 
Invite the co-operation of the Herald. 
The hostile legislation, which too 
often disfigures our Ubel laws. Is in a 
way the unjust response* which the pub¬ 
lic makes to Its growing impatience 
with the license of the press. We pro¬ 
pose to meet this with amendment.

Quail As Jail Fare. 

Complaint has been mode to the 
State Fish and Game Commissioner of 
Indiana that the Sheriff at Seymour Is 
feeding quail to the prisoners in Jail. 
The complaint is made by a restaurant- 
keeper. who doesn’t so much object to 
the prisoners receiving a quail -diet as 
to the discrimination which allows of a 
sheriff supplying quail to Jail prisoners 
while a restaurant man may not serve 
It to his patrons. The restaurant man 
suspects that the Sheriff is killing the 


birds and he makes no bones of saying 

so. 

Of course, the fact that the 8heriff Is 
feeding quail to th* prisoners Is no evi¬ 
dence that he Is killing quail, and the 
Game Commissioner will require con¬ 
vincing proof of such killing before 
feeling coiled upon to take action. He 
cannot prescribe Ihe bill of fare that 
shall be used at the Seymour Jail and 
If the Sheriff la of a mind to feed his 
prisoners on quail that seems to be th© 
Sheriff's business. There Is no law 
against sera'Ing quail to Jail Inmates, 
but there is a very positive law against 
serving quail to roetaurant patrons at 
this particular season. 

AJl the tramps In Indiana will head 
for Seymour when they learn quail on 
toast Is one of the features of jail fare 
It may be that the Jail quota has run 
low* and that the Sheriff Is making hoi! 
day Inducements, as It were, to bring 
the number of prisoners up to a better 
paying standard. If so, the plain ts to 
be commended as a good one. It may 
be that he Is minded to try the ancient 
experiment as to whether a man can 
eat a quail a day for thirty days. If he 
Is simply Indulging a humane Impulse, 
then he Is a rather remarkable sort of 
a Sheriff. In that event his generosity 
Is likely to go down to tradition along 
with that of the old-time Kentucky 
jailer who warned his prisoners that If 
they didn't behave themselves ho would 
tarn them all out

We quote the New York Herald’* 
Washington correspondent: 

"The plan is now for Zelaya to use

defeated he will leave for Antwerp, where 
bis wife now awaits him. Zelaya has de¬ 
clared to hi* confidential advisers his In¬ 
tention to fight. But first he will make a 
determined effort to Interest the American 
Congress against the State Department, 
and also seek to enlist the service* of 
Japan against the United States. 

‘Senor Corea, formerly Minister of Ze¬ 
laya to the United State*. Is here in 
Washington now. and I know positively 
that he has In his trunk credentials to th# 
Japanese Emperor. Strange a* It may 
seem, Zelaya seems to think he can make 
an alliance with Japan against the United 
States. He first conceived the Idea In 
1897. and has been brooding over th© plan 
for some time. 

‘The details of the Zelayan plan show 
that Zelaya Is willing to promise to Japan 
a canal lo Nicaragua and will also pledge 
himself to destroy the Panama Canal If 
Japan so desires. Of course, the Idea Is 
ridiculous, but It show* what Zeleya and 
his advisers scheme to do. 

'The confidential agents of Zelaya are 
spurring him on to fight, telling hhfc that 
the American people will admire his cour¬ 
age and that he will come out well In 
the end. First that}* have advised him to 
address to the American House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, setting forth hts case and 
asking that the Government stop proceed 
Ings against him.” 

President Zelaya is. no doubt, a bad 
lot He is perhaps as rummy a ruler 
as he is made out to be by Philander 
C. Knox, the most enthusiastic excori- 
ator since Roosevelt. But if tho United 
States lends Its morsi support to the 
enterprises of the Nicaraguan revolu¬ 
tionists and aids in begetting a new 
government In that country, and If that 
government is made up of gentlemen 
as fantastical As tho American repre¬ 
sentative of the ^government that Is 
now squatting in the weeds waiting an 
opportunity to get into power, shall we 
not be responsible for a condition some¬ 
what similar to that which developed 
In the home of the light-minded Tabby 
cat who played her rightful lord end 
master false and brought Into the world 
litter of kitten* whose paternal an¬ 
cestor was a fflldeat? 

It is diverting to observe the antics 
of the representative of the comic opera 
provisional government. The prospects 
of Zelayc. destroying the Panama Canal 
and einbaDlling America and Japan In 
war seem too remote to be alarming. 
There doe* not seem to be any better 
ground for believing that President Ze¬ 
laya ever entertained so grotesque an 
idea than there is for fearing that he 
flight accomplish his "hellish designs,’’ 
Dr. Salvador Caatrllla to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Gov. Marshall On Gary.. 

Not the least of the trouble* that 
have annoyed Gov. Marshall, of Indi¬ 
ana. since hia incumbency of the ex¬ 
ecutive office ha* been the “model 
city" of Gary, built by the Btsel Trust 
on the shores of Lake Michigan. 

Early In hi* administration Gary be¬ 
came so lawless that Qov. Marshall 
was compelled to take a hand In the 
improvement of the steel city’s morals. 
This was brought about only by his 
threat to put the place under martial 
law. When the question of organizing 
a municipal government became para¬ 
mount there was a long succession of 
bickering, culminating in election day 
riots In which several men were killed 
or wounded. Two political factions 
have been struggling for supremacy 
for several months, and the feeling at 
all ttmes has been intense. 

Last week Gov. Marshall gave a 
hearing to a delegation of citlsens from 
Gary, and In the course of the Inter¬ 
view he made It plain that he Is feel¬ 
ing rather sore on th© situation. At 
one point the Governor was moved to 
say that he sometimes wondered ”lf 
It would not be the best thing for the 
8tate to have Gary slip into yUt© 
Michigan." 

Of course no or* win balieve that 
Gov. Marshall wo* sivaMng seriously 
or that he would rsuch a whole¬ 
sale disaster as a public benefaction. 
It Is clear, howe^ from some other 


remarks that he made that he looks 
upon the steel city as a serious prob¬ 
lem for the State of Indiana. In the 
course of hia address h© said: 

”1 sometimes wonder If th© Hist© of In 
diana ha* not paid too great a price for 
the wealth which Gary hse brought to it 
ir the Inevitable end will not be dis 
aster and great sorrow. You have greatly 
Increased th© wealth of the State by your 
Industries, but you have brought us prob< 
lema of government which cause constant

greatly Increased our population, but you 
have given us many citizens who are al 
way* causing civil disturbance*. While 
conscious of what Gory ha* done for the 
6tate. th© State wonders at times If 
Is worth the price. 

“Gary must t>© left lo untangle Itself 
It Is a great city; millions of doltnrs of 
wealth have been invested there within 
few months. It has attracted tb© very 
best and the very worst classes of people. 
It la a very beehive of Industry and 
brewing pot for all kinds of trouble, 
has hundred* of citizens who understand 
the laws of the State and wish to observe 
them. Thor© are t houmnd* who cannot 
even speak th© English language, who 
have no conception of the laws under 
which they are living, and who are a con 
stont source of trouble to the citizens who 
really wish a decent form of government 
to prevail. Gary will some day, perhaps, 
be a law-abiding city, but It has a lot of 
developing, morally speaking, to under 
go.” 

Gov. Marshall evidently is disposed 
to let Gary work out It* own salva 
tlon. He Is unable to* acquire any 
great enthusiasm over the vast enter¬ 
prise which ha* spent millions oC dol 
lars in Indiana and probably will spend 
many millions more. He foresees 
long period of trouble before there Is 
accomplished the benevolent asslmlia 
tlon of the unlettered horde which the 
Steel’Trust has dumped Into Indiana. 
When It Is considered that to the 
"thousands who cannot speak the Eng 
Ush language” there will be added other 
thousands as the plans of the trust 
are carried out. It will be recognized 
that no early solution of the problem 
Is possible. 

Small wonder It is that Gov. Mnr 
shall, devoted as he ts to high ideals, 
should doubt If Gary ’is worth the 
price," 


Regulating the Bakeries. 

The decision of the State Board of 
Health to abolish sticker tags on bread 
Is wise and timely. The same may be 
sold of the proposed regulation which 
requires that all bread must be 
wrapped before It Is handled. 

There never was any good excuse 
for the sticker tag on a loaf of bread. 
It certainly does not conduce to the 
attractiveness or the cleanliness of the 
bread. Aside from the question os to 
whether sanitary method* are used 
in it* application. It Is a nuisance to 
th* housekeeper, and It does not en 
hance the appetizing qualities of the 
loaf. It ha* been in very general use 
among bakeries, but it is Indefensible 
all the stun©, and It Is well that those 
who are charged wWh the official duty 
of looking after the popular health have 
taken action toward It* elimination. 

The regulation aa to the wrapping 
of bread Is highly sensible. A loaf of 
bread In Its progress from the bakery 
to the consumer passes through various 
h&nda Obviously, If It 1* well wrapped 
U Is protected from a good many germ* 
and Impurities to which It otherwise 
Is subjected. The purchasing public 
will welcome the wrapped loaf without 
the objectionable sticker tag. 

Thousands of consumers rely mainly 
on the bakeries for their daily bread. 
The baking business In Louisville ha* 
grown to enormous proportions. It Is 
appropriate that something should be 
doue by the constituted authorities to 
safeguard the public against unsanitary 
methods of handling so important an 
article of food. 


The recent report of Richard Achilles 
Ballinger outlining a careful policy of 
'conservation within the law” Is serv¬ 
ing the purpose of getting Mr. rai¬ 
ling f-r many favorable press notices. 
All policies must be ’’within the law*' 
or lawless. Yet where a man so de¬ 
pendable, and so admirably equipped, 
Gifford Plnchot, differs with Mr. 
Ballinger, it is safe to lay a bet of 
100 to 1 that Mr. Plnchot Is right. The 
cry of “Interference with private enter- 
priso” ha*. Io’ the way, been the slo¬ 
gan of every timber grabber, land 
grafter and Jackpot hogger of tho 
West. We should have had no forest 
reserves If the public had heeded it. 


Graft, graft, graft, the boys are 
marching! President Taft favors the im¬ 
mediate consummation of the ship sub¬ 
sidy steal—that Is to say bill—os a sub. 
sldiary guarantee of party soldlarity en¬ 
tirely consistent with tho tariff steal— 
that Is to soy law—which was enacted 
by the extraordinarily elephant-hided 
Congress last summer!

The Reaction in Alabama.

No election In the South In recent 
year* ha* been subjected to so close an 
analysis as the one held In Alabama the 
other duy 4 nwiuhing in the decisive de- 
fvstf of an amendment writing prohibi¬ 
tion Into th© State congtKution. Both 
sides seek to ascertain if th© reaction 
means the return of the saloon. That 
the result was a heavy blow to the 
policy of the extremist* I* everywhere 
admitted, biff in respect to th© present 
temper of the people as to future legis¬ 
lation dealing with th© liquor traffic 
there la wide divergence of opinion. Th© 
vote was the largest polled In the his¬ 
tory’ of the State, and the widespread in¬ 
terest In fhe result 1* reflected in the 
600 congratulatory messogca received at 
antiprohtbitjon headquarter* from all 
r*rta of the country. Including one from 
Henry Watteraon congratulating the 
State on the “returning sanity of the 
people," 

Senator Johnston analyzes the result 
a* meaning that tho men of Alabama 
"do not wish to write Into their con- 
•tlutlon pulico measures nor surrender 
right* ihey have t xprvssiy reserved." 
This 1* equivalent to saying that the 
spirit of the old South l* preserved In 
tli© new South, and that the people will 
remain conservative against new and 
alien method*. Senator Bankhead ex¬ 
presses the opinion that the defeat of 
the amendment does not mean the sur¬ 
render of any interest than will prov® 
inimical to the raoriii status of the peo¬ 
ple. The Senator say* th© effect will 
be *cen In a groat Impetus to business. 
In the development of the State's nat¬ 
ural ivaorunc*©, which will In time make 
Alabama, the richest and most pros¬ 
perous of State*. Business men In the 
cities exprras satisfaction, and predict 
that a great deal of Northern capital 
which has been timid for two or three 
yeans, will now return for investment. 

The prohibitionists do not feel that 
the result wa* a rebuke to drastic meas¬ 
ure*, but attribute It to special cause*, 
namely; a desire to repudiate Gov. 
Comer and the Legislature, disapproval 
of women at the polls and the activity 
of the preacher In politic*. Chairman 
Jackson of th© Amendment Campaign 
Committee, said the friend* of prohibi¬ 
tion have no reason to feel discouraged; 
that Alabama will continue a prohibition 
State, and that the next great fight will 
be to prevent ah** liquor .forces from 
electing the next Governor and Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Th© next battlefield in th© South will 
be laid in Arkansas, with Sute-wide 
prohibition as th© Issue. Until now th© 
liquor Intemts have felt mu^h con¬ 
cerned, so strongly had the tide been 
running against them elsewhere, but 
since the Alabama election they have 
Picked up conrage and confidence, and 
will bitterly dispute tho ground. Pro¬ 
hibition I* to be. fought out In Texas 
also next summer, and Mr. Bryan: w*ho 
1* feeling his way toward a declara¬ 
tion for national prohttdtlon a* tho para¬ 
mount issue In 1$1$, is alreadv on th© 
ground w ith th© view.

JOLT FOR FAKED 
DAMAGE ACTIONS 


Two Who “Cooked Up” Case 
Go To Penitentiary. 


Luke and James Hubbard Get 
One Tear Each. 


Judge ODoherty To Hear 
Election Contest Cases. 


IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


Luke Hubbard and Jam** Hub¬ 
bard. In the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning, pleaded guilty to charges of 
obtaining money from the railway 
company on false pretenses and were 
sentenced to serve on year each in the 
penitentiary. The money they received 
from the railway company through a 
settlement of their fake cJ&lm for dam¬ 
ages. 

According to the indictment, the 
facts set forth In which are admitted 
by the Hubbard brothers, they con¬ 
spired together to obtain fraudulently 
fnim the railway company a sum of 
money through a fake damage claim. 
This claim, a s recked by the Indict¬ 
ment, they "cooked up” as follows; 

Jamee Hubbard, posing tut John 
Thompson, protended to suffer injuries 
when ho fell or "was thrown” from a 
car at Fifteenth and Jefferson streets. 
Luke, giving the name of C. T. Mar¬ 
tin, became the witness of the accident. 

John Thompson employed an 
unsuspecting lawyer. who set about 
preparing a case for trial ns 
a damage suit. The suit did 
not get to oourt. the claim for dam¬ 
ages being settled by the railway com¬ 
pany through payment of $30, which. 
K was set forth, tho prisoners divided 
between themselves. The alleged acci¬ 
dent occurred in June ami the indict¬ 
ment was returned by the October 
grand Jury. The attorneys and detec¬ 
tives for the railway company made 
a thorough inquiry lnrto the facts of 
the case, and discovered the irregu¬ 
larities.

Luke Hubbard to-day will face an¬ 
other indictment in which he Is ac¬ 
cused of further attempting, through 
a similar conspiracy, to defraud th«* 
railway company. Named Jointly with 
him in the Indictment is E. W. Stokes. 
These nien are accused In tho Indict¬ 
ment of having attempted to obtain 
damages falsely from the railway com¬ 
pany out of an alleged fake accident 
at Twelfth street and Broadway. This 
alleged accident, it is set forth, oc¬ 
curred on May 21. Hubbard, who is 
alleged to have given his name as A. 
T. Hubbard, was the man "hurl” in 
this Instance and Stokes is accused 
of having conspired with him to pose 
os the witness. 

It is further alleged thAt Hubbard 
remained In bed ("confined himself in 
bed,” Is the term used) and that for a 
time afterward he went about on 
crutches. In this Instance, too, the de¬ 
fendants are accused of having em¬ 
ployed a lawyer and of having at¬ 
tempted to secure a settlement with 
the railway company. Intending to di¬ 
vide any sum they might receive be¬ 
tween themselves. However, the rail¬ 
way company refused to compromise 
tht* case and the Investigation insti¬ 
tuted resulted in the indictment to 
which Hubbard and Stokes will have 
to answer to-day. 

O'Doherty Gets Election Cases. 

Both Judge Kirby and Judge Miller 
yesterday afternoon directed that they 
would transfer the Magistrates* elec¬ 
tion contest cases, wtilch were allotted 
to their courts for trial, to Judge O'Do- 
herty, whom they would request to sit 
an trial Judge In the suits.

Matt J. Holt, who Is representing 
both LouJa H. Gilbert and Philip J. 
Rosenberger. the defeated Republican 
candidates for Magistrate In both the 
Third and Fourth magisterial districts, 
objected to Judge Kirby's order. Judge 
Kirby's response was: 

"Nevertheless, I do so dispose of It-" 

Mr. Holt took nn exception to the 
order, and when Judge Miller said he 
would so dispose of the case before 
him, aJsn sought to object. Judge Mil¬ 
ler reminded him that he had no mo¬ 
tion to vacate before him, but said that 
he w'ouhl act aa he did, even did he 
have such a motion to pass upon. 

Neither Judge Kirby nor Judge Mil¬ 
ler heard argument before they gave 
the orders. Judge Kirby , said that he 
hardly thought the motion to vacate 
was based upon sufficient grounds, but 
that, anyway, he did not core to sit In 
the trial of the case where anyone in 
It objected to him. 

Husband "Totes a Pistol, M Too. 

Among the numerous complaints 
lodged agatmst her husband In the suit 
for divorce, filed yesterday In the Circuit 
Clerk's office by Mrs. Lena Belle El- 
stone. is that he. John \V. Histone,

DECISION IN THE CASE LATER. CARELESSNESS IS CHARGED. 


Much argument aa to whether tho 
State court* have the power to inter¬ 
fere when the authorities of tho militia 
who seek to punish members of the 
mliltla who are alleged to have dis¬ 
obeyed orders or when thea© authorities 
seek to detain subordinates accused or 
suspected of infraction of the regula¬ 
tions was heard yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Miller and Judge Kirby, sitting 
Jointly In Judge Miller’s courtroom. 
The argument was before them in the 
matter of eight members of the regi¬ 
ment arrested by order of Col. Harry 
Grinstead and who were released either 
on habeas corpus writs or In view of the 
fact that ouch writs might be forth¬ 
coming. 

The point of contention wo* narrowed 
down to that of Jurisdiction, which In¬ 
volves. of course, that of tho constitu¬ 
tionality of the law’s, which were quoted 
in the argument*. Three speeches were 
made to the court for each side of the 
controversy. For the regiment and 
Col. Grlnstead, MuJ. Arthur E. Hopkins 
opened, being followed by Capt. J. 
Reginald Clements, of Company C. and 
Judge W O. Harris. Capt. H. L Fox 
was associated with these attorneys os 
counsel, but did not address the court. 

For the petitioners.' who had the af. 
Urinative and concluding side of the ar¬ 
gument, Joseph M. Lee, attorney for 
William T. Kammercr. Frank Coleman 
and Lee Garnett, made the first ad¬ 
dress. Cary Tabb and Ray Mann, who 
was At once an attorney and a prisoner 
at the bar. concluded the arguments. 
They are attorneys for Mr. Mann, J 
Kemp Guetig. J. Arthur Gibson, Frank 
Beberdlck and Robert L Metcalfe. 

* • • 

Contention of Regiment’s Attorneys. 


Briefly the regiment’s attorneys con¬ 
tended that the prisoners ore metnbera 
of the National Guard and that a* such 
must be governed by the military reg¬ 
ulation* of the United States, or if the 
court did not so hold, the provisions of 
the State law were such as to author¬ 
ize the commanding officer of the regi¬ 
ment to .proceed a* he has For the 
prisoners their attorneys contended that 
the men were not National Guardsmen 
for the reason that the Kentucky regi¬ 
ments, although they have until Jan¬ 
uary 20 next to do so. have not com¬ 
piled with the requirements of the Dick 
bill, passed by Congress in 1903. Neith¬ 
er can they be handled as their com¬ 
manding officer seeks to handle them 
under the State laws. It is argued, for 
the reason that the State’s militia law, 
which seek* to Impose upon the militia 
the United States army regulations. Is 
unconstitutional 

TH1* latter point was dwelt upon by 
Mr. Mann, who said that It was a set¬ 
tled point In Kentucky that no statute 
could create a law merely by referring 
to the text of any certain regulation*. 

asserted that the Kentucky law 
Is defective here, inasmuch ns the ml¬ 
iltla law adopted the United States 
army regulations merely bv referring 
to them In the words that they are to 
obtain as far as practicable. Mr. Mann 
also made much of his argument that 
the Kentucky militia could not be con¬ 
sidered as a part of the United States 
army for the reason that it had not 
met the requirements of the Dick bill 
• • • 

Organise and Maintain Militia. 


For the regiment It wan argued that 
both fhe Federal and the Btnte Con¬ 
stitutions conferred on the Lcgislatur* 
the power of organizing and maintain, 
ing militia and providing regulation*, 
for Its control. It was set forth that 
time and time again the Flret Ken¬ 
tucky Regiment ha* received money 
from the Federal Government tor it* 
services in practice camps such as that 
held at Frankfort last summer. It was 
argued that the law expreaoly provided 
that offense* against the military regu¬ 
lations wore to be punished by courts- 
martial. over which the State court* 
should have no control. It wn* further 
pointed out that the Criminal Code pro¬ 
vided for the punishment by courts- 
martial of those militiamen who had 
violated the rules of the guard. 

The questions raised were submitted 
to the Judges, who were asked to re¬ 
turn their decisions In the matter as 
MX>n a# possible for the especial reason 
that a genera! court-martial has been 
organized to look into the case* of the 
men under arrest and that the main¬ 
tenance of this body unnecessarily 
would entail a heavy expense on th** 
State. The attorneys who appeared In 
the case are to furnish the Judges with 
the points they made act forth con¬ 
cisely and to furnish the numbers of 
the c:i*c* cited for the consideration ot 
the Judges. It Is not known Juot when 
the decisions will come.

Much Interest In Hearing. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. g— (Special.)— 
After hearing arguments from a num¬ 
ber of whisky men from all over Ken¬ 
tucky in protest against the raise of $1 
a barrel In the assessment on whisky, 
the Board of Valuation* and Assess¬ 
ments this afternoon fixed the assess¬ 
ment at $9 a barrel. Instead of $10 a 
barrel, on tho theory that whfiiky was 
worth more than that at a fair valua¬ 
tion, taking a* a guide the market price 

The whisky men contended that whis¬ 
ky did not coot more than $9 a barrel 
to distill and that It should be valued at 
only 8u per cent, instead of its full 
value. Tho whisky men hod u large 
delegiitiorffihere to protest against the 
raise that had been made and their pro¬ 
test wag effective. The board went Into 
executive session after hearing the ar- 
ments against the $10 assessment and 
later announced that the assessment 
hid been placed at $9 a barrel. 

• • • 

Deal For State Rifle Range. 

A deal has been closed by which the 
State acquires a lease on 208 acres of 
land at McNutt Station, fourteen mile* 
from Louisville, on the Louisville, Hen¬ 
derson and St Louis railroad, for a rifle 
range. The range will be used by the 
First Kentucky Infantry, of Louisville, 
and It Is probable that this range will 
also be the site for the next camp of 
the First Regiment. Several thousand 
dollars will be spent In making the 
ground suitable for a camp site and 
rifle range. It Is planned to have 
ranges of from 200 to 1.200 yards and 
the location offers every advantage. The 
new range is well supplied with fresh 
water, and even has natural gas. which 
can be UJ*©d by the goldlcrs for lighting 
the camp. The camp Is reached from 
Louisville by train and also by trolley 
and is regarded as ideal for tho pur¬ 
pose.

Lexington. Ky.. Dec. 8.—(Special.)—

day’a session of the district board of 
the Burley Tobacco and Insurance 
Company wo* the decision to Invoke tho 
aid of the Crecellu* law against any 
members of the pool of 1909 w'bo at¬ 
tempted to sell then crop* independ¬ 
ently. 

With the present high price of to¬ 
bacco It 1* said that there la some rest¬ 
lessness among w-eak-kneed members 
of the pool, and »ome 8eott county 
members, It Is said, attempted yester¬ 
day to sell their crops, but were pre¬ 
vented and their cases brought before 
the district board, where they xvere ad- 
Justed without prosecution.

To Invoke Creceltus Law. 


At the session of the board to-day 
It was direct'd that the Crecellus law 
be republished In all the papers 
throughout the Burley district, so that 
the growers who have their tobacco In 
the pool, a* well aj others engaged in 
the business of handling tobacco, may 
become acquainted with its provisions. 
The law, which ha* been a great aid to 
the society by strengthening the pool, 
prohibit* any person In the pool from 
selling his tobacco outside the pool 
without the consent of the County 
Board of Control where the tobacco la 
raised A penalty of $250 and Impris¬ 
onment, one or both, at the discretion 
of the Jury, Is provided tor each and 
every often*® of the kind.

They ar* 
all that renioJn of the three regiment> 
of troops called out for strike guard 
duty at the Aetna Standard plant of 
the American Sheet and Tin Plate Com 
pony here Saturday. 

AUeolute quiet reigns about the tin 
mills. Even the strikers and their sym¬ 
pathizers failed to appear this evening 
around the plant on account of the ex¬ 
tremely cold weather. 

Officials of the tin mills company to¬ 
night would neither deny nor confirm 
reports that the United States Steel 
Corporation heads in New Vork CUy 
have ordered the immediate disman¬ 
tling of the Aetna Standard plant and 
the abandonment of Bridgeport as & 
district for the manufacture of sheet 
and tin plate.

COTTON BOOMS. 


CENSUS BUREAU GINNING RE¬ 
PORT SENDS PRICER UP. 


May Opfion* $1.40 Higher Than 
Tuesday’s Closing and August 
Advance $2.40. 


New* Y'ork. Dec. 8 —The report of the 
Censua Bureau showing only 8.878,277 
bale* of cotton ginned to December 1, 
compared with 11.008.681 to the same 
date last season, was followed by In¬ 
creased activity and considerable ex¬ 
citement In the cotton market this 
morning, with May contract* selling up 
to $16 39. or seventeen points above the 
closing figures of last night at a new 
high record for the season. 

Heavy realising, attributed to some 
of the leading bulls, caused slight re# 
cessions during the morning, but there 
was a great volume of outside buying, 
and the market showed a vefy firm 
with bulls claiming that the cen¬ 
sus figure* Indicated a Government es¬ 
timate of under 10.2ft0.000 bales. The 
pommerclitl crop last year was In the 
neighborhood of 13.800.090 bales. 

Tlie market became even more active 
later In the day. with buying orders 
reaching the ring from all directions, 
while It looked a# though some of the 
larger of the old bulls were replacing 
cotton which they had sold below 16 
cent# In expectation of 16 cents before 
Christmas. May contracts sold at 16.60, 
or $1.40 per above the closing bid 

of Last night, tvhlle August advanced 
to 14.96, or $2.40 a bale. The close wa* 
steady, with the general market show¬ 
ing a gain for the day of from 14 to 43 
points.

Occupants of the building became panic- 
stricken when they saw the firemen rush¬ 
ing through the hallways and corridors 
with lines of hose, ladders, and axes, ami 
in a short time there was a perfect stream 
of women running down the stairways 
with their arms fitted with belongings.

An immense crowd of shoppers shivered 
in the cold for half an hour watching tho 
firemen fight the flames from tbe top of 
the building Tbe temperature was very 
near the sero mark and there was a 
twenty-mile-an-hour wind.

Discussion of social, moral and re¬ 
ligious questions, the reading of pa¬ 
pers, showing the progress of the moat 
notable epoch in Christianity since the 
Reformation, and business meeting be¬ 
hind closed doors, marked the first 
day's session of the annual meeting of 
tho executive committee of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ In 
America.

“We call a generation thlrty-thr**© 
year#,*’ aald he. “Once in this period of 
year* the whole population passes off 
the stage. Every thirty-three years the 
whole population needs to be brought 
to Jesus Christ. This mean# that 80.- 
000 .0D0 people must be reached in thir¬ 
ty-three years before America is evan¬ 
gelised. How great the task, and this 
Is what we are considering to-night. 
However, it Is simpler than It secnui. 
If done at ail It must be done In tho 
main by prayer of father* ami mothers 
for children yet unborn, by th© min¬ 
istry of home piety, by the family altar. 
The result will never be attained only 
on these conditions—through Christ, 
through wholesome Industrial life, 
wholesome physical, moral, broad edu¬ 
cational conditions.'' 

Dr. Barnes rend a lengthy paper on 
co-operation. He said that co-operat¬ 
ive endeavor is essentia] to evangelize 
the country—to bring America to 
Christ.

W hen n church Is needed, it means a 
friendly agreement on the particular 
church to be placod there. This move¬ 
ment for federation Is one of the most 
promising In the whole religious field, 
because it does not attempt to break 
do,\n denominational Influence or stand- 
ato- of thought. It nuts emphasis, not 
on the church Itself, but on the work to 
be done by the church for all non- 
churched and unchurched. It is possible 
that all part# of the country are not 
quite ready for federation, although a 
national church movement I* under way. 
But It hardly »cem* neessary to urge 
that the spirit of co-operation among 
churches, the diminution of vectarlan 
strife, the attempt to reach the entire 
community, must become the guiding 

f irinciple# everywhere If the rural church 
# long to retain Its hold." 

It Is certainly significant that a docu¬ 
ment containing such an earnest plea as 
this for church federation that by con¬ 
gressional action Is being scattered 
through the country, with Its mewsag# of 
approval from the President of these 
United State*. 

In Vermont during the past year the 
Rev. G F Walls has been doing a work 
under direction of the State Interdenom¬ 
inational Commission that is worthy of 
special mention. In addition to the gath¬ 
ering of facts regarding religious need 
and conditions no leas than *lxtjr-four lo¬ 
cal Instances of interdenomlnatnonal ac¬ 
tion In the Interest of unity are noted.

Dr. Anthony Talk*. 

"What State and Local Federations 
Arc Doing" was dlscussod briefly by 
the Rev Alfred Willlaine Anthony, D. 
D . profete-or In Bates College and sec¬ 
retary of the DitrrtJennmlnatloniU Com. 
mission of Maine "Our fed«*ra\Jon Is 
the oldest In the country." said h#. "It 
was started In 1890.
